COUNCIL DIRECTS A COMMITTEE 
TO INVESTIGATE LICENSES. 


Alderman Alling Introduces Resolu- 
tion Calling for Information—Poll 
of the Legisiators and the Refer- 
ence Body Shows an Intention for 
2 Stricter Enforcement—Collector 
‘Brandecker Admits Illegal Work 
“Blind Pig” Arrests. 


The City Council last night, stirred bythe 
exposure of liquor tax dodging and juggling 
made by TH TRIBUNE, decided to investi- 
gate the City Collector’s office, and an order 
was referred to the License committee call- 
ing on that body to make inquiry and report 
on the number of saloons in Chicago which 
are breaking the license laws. The order 
was introduced by Alderman Alling of the 
Third Ward. It brought a vigorous protest

| DRE II LOSES HIS GARE. 


FEDERAL SUPREME UP- 
HOLDS DEPOSITORS LAW. 


Declares the Illinois Act Is Constitu- 
tional—Former Banker and Robert 
Berger Now Must Be. Tried Crim- 
inally in Cook County on the Charge 
of Receiving Cash When They 
Knew the Institution Was Insol- 


vent—Gist of the Ruling. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 29.—[Special.]— 
The United States Supreme Court decided 
today that the Illinois law for the protection 
of bank depositors is constitutional. The 
case at issue was that of Edward S. Dreyer 
and Robert Berger of Chicago against James 
Pease, Sheriff of Cook County. It came to 
the bigher court on an appeal from the 
United States Circuit Court for the Northern 
District of Illinois, and the finding is an 
affirmation of that of the lower court. 
Messrs. Berger and Dreyer must now be 
tried in the Cook County Criminal Court on 
a charge of receiving a deposit in the bank 
of Dreyer & Co. when they knew the insti- 
tution to be insolvent. 

A written opinion was not handed down 
by the court, but it based its decision on the 
authority of Markuson vs. Boucher and a 
number of cases in which the same points 
were involved. The appellants petitioned 
the United States Circuit Court for a writ 
of habeas corpus, which was denied. The 
plaintiffs in their petition say the court erred 
in discharging the writ and In not adjudging 
them to be restrained of their liberties con- 
trary to the constitution. Cases of like 
character have been decided so recently by 
the court that it lost no time in ‘handing 
down its decision in this case, which was ar- 
gued by Levy Mayer for the appellants and 
Charles 8. Deneen for the appellee.

In the Markuson case the court held: 


We have frequently pronounced against the re- 
view by habeas corpus of the judgments of the 
State courts In criminal cases because some right 
under the constitution of the United States was 
alleged to have been denied the person convicted, 
and have repeatedly decided the proper remedy was 
A writ of error.

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LIGHT ON CHINESE CRISIS 


AUSTRIAN DIPLOMAT DEFENDS POT 
ICT OF DOWAGER EMPRESS, 


Former Ambassador von Brandt De- 
clares That the Recent Events in 
the Far Eastern Empire Are Legal 
—Fuss Over So-Called Reform Move- 
ments of 1898 Raised Only by Great 
Britain — Foreign Complications 
Not Likely to Follow.

VIENNA, Jan. 29.—Former Ambassador to 
China von Brandt contributes to tonight’s 
Neue Freie Presse an article on political 
affairs in China which not only bears the 
. ‘mprint of exact knowledge and clear un- 
. -gerstanding of the conditions existent in the 
‘ - eelestial kingdom, but places the Dowager 
Empress in a light far more favorable than 
do most writers on Oriental subjects. 
Although the Dowager Empress defied the 
‘Yaw of succession when, after the death of 
her own son, Tung Chih, she placed her 
nephew, Kwang Su, on the throne, she en- 
dea vored to make good the irregularity. by 
a decree declaring that the first son of 
Nang Su should be recognized as the adopt- 
ed son of her deceased sgh, Tung Chih. 
The protest against tis decree resulted in 
a congress of Princes and high officials of 
the empire, who approved her action. 


Has a Luckless Reign. 

Kwang Su, however, has had no son, and 
this fact, together with certain events in 
his reign, the fire in the palace, the destruc- 
tion by lightning of a part of the heavenly 
temple, and the Chino-Japanese war, 
proved to the satisfaction of the nation that 
his succession to the throne was wful 
and.that his depasition would have been a 
question of the near future, even without 
the aid of the so-called reform movement 
of 1898, which, the writer declares, consist- 
ed of a pair of Protestant missionaries and 
a few half educated Chinamen under the 
leadership of a fanatical Canton priest. 


In Great Britain’s Interest. 

The fuss raised about these events of Sep- 
tember, 1808, by interested, that is to say, 
English parties, who hoped to find in the 
weak Emperor a willing and pliable tool to 
employ against Russia, contributed much 
to complicating the conditions, and served to 
give the Dowager Empress the reputation of 
being’ an infamous intriguer, which repu- 
tation this capable womn, whose ability 
is recognized by every one who has come 
either directly or indirectly in contact with 
her, certainly in no wise merits.” 

She could easily have ridded herself of the 
Emperor long ago. That she didn’t proves 
that she wishes to regulate thé question of 
succession legally, and as well promote the 

interests of the kingdom, even though she 
may not lose sight of her own interests while 
so doing. 

The new ruler is the son of Prince Thun, 
and is therefore a lawful successor to the 
throne. Political complications within the 
empire are not to be feared, therefore, from 
this solution of the succession problem, and 
the Dowager Empress and her councilors 
are not likely to attempt any radical experi- 
ments on international grounds just now, 
when it seems that the Peking government 
is earnestly busied with reforms in its finan- 
cial affairs. 


Expects English Protest. 

“From the source whence the Empress 
has been hitherto invariably attacked,” says 
Dr. von Brandt, “ will, of course, come 
further calumniation because of these last 
events, and this will doubtless now increase 
in bitterness, owing to the fact that a num- 
ber of English Protestant missionaries will 
participate therein, although the Catholic 
missionaries will, as Bishop Favies, the 
apostolic vicar in Peking, recently declared, 
endeavor to obtain full justice for the 
Dowager Empress.“ 

The writer closes with advice to the press 
to view the matter calmly and impassionate- 
ly and take the reports of French and Rus- 
sian anxiety with considerable salt, since 
they come entirely from English sources.

went to south Africa he wrote a

future for the writer of this novel. The 
author’s spirit seems attuned to war and 
revolution, and is of a nature, one might 
say. to make escapes. But one could not 
so safely predict that Mr. Churchill was 
destined to be a great novelist, though he 
knows well how to reproduce war scenes, 
and these make up a large part of the pres- 
ent day novels. But of.more pacific situa- 
tions—of man’s love, which we have Byron's 
authority for regarding as but a part of man’s 
fe and as the whole of woman’s—the au- 
thor evidently knows little. If there were 
no More spirit in real love-making than in 
this representation of it the art would cer-

The idea which makes the play possible is 
one which contains more of the elements of 
tragedy than those of comedy, and which 
is incongruous, if not abhorrem, as a subject 
of farce. Save for an instant at the closeof 
the first act The Hider Miss Blossom "’ is 
farbe until, near the end of the second act, 

it finds itself, all unexpectedly, it gives the 
impression, tmmersed in tragedy: It hap- 
pens that in the tragedy there is strength, 
but that redemptionary fact is due to the 
presence of Mrs. Kendal. The best excuse 
that the two young authors can offer is that 
they knew the actress would be there. Mr. 
Hendrie and Mr. Wood wrote the play for 
Mr. and Mrs. Kendal, furnishing them with 
romantic parts to n — of 
life. The playwrights a aptness, 
and did —.— more besides, for The Elder 
Miss Blossom” is good, satisfying enter- 
tainment in spite of the episodes which irri- 
tate and in spite of numerous asides and of 
plentiful evidences of amateur handicraft. 

The theme itself, moreover, is undeniably 
clever, if heartless and improbable. Even 
a Fellow of the Royal society scarcely could 
be sufficiently bonnd down to science to 
rush away from England leaving a letter to 
prosecute a love suit he had begun only 
three days previous. Yet this is what An- 
drew Quick did. Admitting that he would 
take the rash step of writing the letter, its 
delivery to the wrong Miss Blossom, the 
elder one, and the aunt of his adored one, 
would have served him right. Her accept- 
ance would have helped make the punish- 
mert logical. The only ill thing in the af- 
fair, in life or on the stage, would be the 
certainty that a woman’s heart some day 
would break. 

The catastrophe is almost at hand when 
the play begins, for Andrew Quick ts coming 
home after his three years’ absence and the 
wedding day is set. The farce at the outset 
is rather heavy, consisting of a misunder- 
standing by which a garrulous Major palms 
himself off upon an impossible interviewer 
as the returned explorer. The scene is 
Quick’s chambers, and to them come 
Christopher Blossom. his sister, Miss Doro- 
thy Blossom, who believes herself the bride 
to be, and her niece, Miss Sophia. Except 
that Mrs. Kendal ‘is introduced to her audl- 
ence the coming develops nothing of inter- 
est, as Mr. Quick has not yet returned. Last 
night it showed a Mrs. Kendal who looked 
no older than when she came last to the 
city, who, in fact, seemed more comely than 
ever, and who seemed to enjoy bowing 
acknowledgments to the applause which 
greeted her appearance. After the disap- 
pointed callers have departed Mr. Quick 
arrives, and, after he has delivered himself 
of a sermon upon love and kindred matters, 
is confronted by Miss Sophia Blossom, who 
has returned by accident. 

This is the first good situation in the play. 
Mr. Quick expects an ardent salute and 
doés not get it. He is first puzzled, then 
disgruntled, and at last suspicious. When 
he is addressed as uncle he realizes that 
something is decidedly wrong, and soon 
draws out the information that he is under- 
stood to be engaged to the aunt, whom he 
does not even remember. It is the reverse 
of this episode which spells tragedy in the 
next act, but it is supposed that a man’s 
heart is made of harder timber than a 
woman’s. Quick does not go into hysterics. 
He jerks his mustache, groans into it once 
or twice, and is past the crisis. Sophia is 
bound to secrecy and goes home to the Vil- 
lage of Hambledon. 

Quick, much disturbed of mind, goes the 
next day to the Blossom house, and there, 
after several farcical, disagreeable interrup- 
tions, he does the thing which cannot be 
avoided. He tells Miss Dorothy the truth, 
tells it in a manly, troubled fashion, for he

The 
former, who distinguished himself as a 
crack football player, and in the college 
eight while at Eton, is the eldest son of 
Lord Rosebery.

True, he has won the Derby twice. But he 
is never seen in the hunting field, does not 
care for shooting or for polo, and manifests 
the most languid degree of interest for 
cricket, football, rowing, etc. In fact, he 
avoids all unnecessary exertion, and it is to 
that that may be attributed in a large de- 
gree the insomnia from which he suffers so 
severely.

From what I hear I imagine that young 
Lord Dalmeny will resemble in character the 
late Earl of Rosebery, grandfather of the 
present peer. The late Earl was a high- 
spirited old gentleman, and quick-tempered, 
too. One day when calling upon one of his 
acquaintances at Paris, who happened to 
be a Cabinet officer at the time, he was kept 
waiting longer than he liked in the ante- 
room by the doorkeeper in attendance. He 
relieved his feelings by roundly abusing the 
usher, who in reality was doing nothing but 
his duty. 

On the following morning he received at 
his hotel a call from two strangers, who in- 
formed him that they had come for the pur- 
pose of demanding satisfaction for the in- 
sults which he had heaped upog their prin- 
cipal the previous day, giving him the choice 
of pistols or of swords. They explained to 
the astonished peer that their principal was, 
in spite of his mental occupation in the ante- 
chambers of the Minister, a retired “‘ Sous 
Lieutenant —that is to say, an officer on 
the reserve list of the French army, and 
that as such he had a perfect right to de- 
mand satisfaction from any gentleman in- 
sulting him. 

Lord Rosebery, who was a chivalrous old 
gentleman, and who had spent much of his 
time abroad, at once saw the force of this 
argument, and readily consented to give the 
veteran doorkeeper the satisfaction which 
he demanded on the fleld of honor, on one 
condition—namely: that the man should 
give up at once his menial position and ac- 
cept in return an annuity of 7,000 francs 
(that is to say, about $1,400) for the re- 
mainder of his days. Lord Rosebery ex- 
plained that he was quite ready to meet on 
a footing of equality on the field of honor a 
retired officer of the French army, but that 
his dignity forbade him to cross swords with 
a man filling a menial occupation. 

On this basis the meeting was arranged. 
The doorkeeper resigned his position in the 
ante-chamber of the Minister; accepted the 
annuity settled upon him by Lord Rosebery, 
and then the duel took place, each of the 
principals firing solemnly, far above the 
other’s head. Then they shook hands, 
and Lord Rosebery invited his adversary 
and fhe latter’s seconds to breakfast. 

Lord Rosebery died about the time of the 
fall of the empire, but the ex-doorkeeper 
survived until about three years ago, dying 
at an extreme old age, ahd in comfort, 
thanks to the annuity, settled upon him by 
Lord Rosebery, which was regularly paid 
to him until the last day of his life.

Twenty-two Des Moines saloons closed 
their doors tonight. They are all owned by 
B. F. Parker, the leader of the saloon forcea, 
and the fifty-two other dealers are expected 
to follow his example tomorrow. Parker 
sald tonight he believed the new petition 
would legalize the sale of whisky, and the 
closing is only for a few days.

The County board is scheduled to meet toe 
morrow to canvass the new petition, which 
was filed a month ago. Representatives of 
the State Anti-Saloon league have been en- 
amining it, and have found thirty forgeries 
| and almost 200 duplications of names. Withe 
out these the petition may prove insufficient, 
It will take ten days more for the antis. 
to complete the canvass. If the saloon« 
keepers see they are losing they will ask 
the Supervisors not to canvass the petition, 
because if this one is thrown out they can- 
not circulate another for a yedr, and that 
would close the saloons for a year. If this 
2 is examined, another can 

presen as soon as prepared, and 

saloons will have to close only for — 
three weeks. 

The old petition was thrown out on the 
ground that a new petition should have been 
filed after the passage of the new law in 
1807, and, second, that it was merely filed 
without examination by the County Super. 
visors, as required by law.
